The High Commands would act as advisers to the nine-nation con- 
ference, now trying to end the seven-year Indo-China war.

Some of the Turf’s most audacious betting coups have 
centred around it.

Rela” masquerading as a three-year-old. The subterfuge was subsequently discovered

Clergywomen May Soon 
Serve | 
Communion In Norway 


. Oslo, May 26. 

A question being discussed widely in Oslo at 
present is whether women should be allowed to 
enter Holy Orders, to preach from the pulpit and 
to administer the sacraments in the Norwegian 
State Lutheran Church. 

The Norwegian Government is considering 
presenting a Bill to Parliament which would give 
women full rights to ordination as clergy of the 
Norwegian State Church. 


But owing to uncertainty 
ubout the reaction such a 
step would arouse in Church 
circles, no decision has yet 
been renched. 

Alrendy there is a low, passed 
In 1938, which states that 
women have equailly with men 
for all state posts, und the 
Lutheran Church In Norway ia 
a state Church, with the clergy 


* “ stute-appointed. 


But a rider to the law adds 
that this equality does not upply 
in the case of women clerpy If 
the parish concerned should be 
oppored in principte to the 
appointment of a women. 

So far, the law has not been 
prut to the test as regards 
(hurch appolatments because no 
wormun theological candidate 
has yet applied ler ordination 
‘There are, however, at present 
three women students attending 
the theological college of Oslo 
University, 

In ibe more — conservative 
Church cireles, there js quite a 
stremg fecling against admitting 
seomen ‘o Holy Orders. Thos: 
oppesci to il quote the Bible, 
the tumous words of St Paul in 
his letter to the Corinthians: 
“Lat: your women keep silence 
m the churches: for It is not 
pertnitted unte them to speak." 
And later in his letter te 
Timothy, when he said: “I 
suffer not a woman to tech, nor 
te usurp authority over the 
man, but ty be in silence.” 

NO REASON WHY NOT 

The Ministry of Justice ts 
row connulling the Norwegian 
Bishops and other Church off- 
elals concerning their views. It 
4s not yet known what attitude 
they will take In replying to the 
jdinistry's enquiries, but it ls 
believed that the Bishops will 


‘defer to the views of the more 
conservative Churoh circles, and 
recommend that the law be left 
us it is—that Is, that ne woman 
priest shall be ordained and 
appoinfed {o oa Jiving If the 
parish raise objections .o  prin- 
elple. 

There are, however, Bishops 
who consider that, in principle, 
there is no reason why women 
should not make just as goud 
priests as men. 

Unul oa cuncrete case comes 
up for consideration, however, 
none of them is willing tu coum- 
mit themselves to an opinion. 

Public opinion, as expressed 
m the newspaper columns, ap- 
pears to tend to the view that 
it js only prejudice which keeps 
women out of the pulpit and 
Holy Oniers. By what) right, 
they ask, can men keep women 
out, MH the women are fitted and 
feel the call to preach the Woid 
ul God. 

For many years, i is polnted 
out, women have veen doing 
incst villuable work as mission- 
aries In distant parts of the 
world, converting und preaching 
the Gospel to the heathen, Why 
then should ordination, and 
service at the Altar and the 
pulpit be denied to them? Would 
they not do their work even 
better with the blessing of the 
Sacrament of ordination to help 
them? 

Another interesting fact Is that 
in Norway Deaconesses or 
women doing Iny worl in hospl- 
lals and other institutions can 
obtain permission from the 
Bishop to oMciate at Baptisms 
ond to administer Holy Com- 
munion, 

Nurway Is probably the only 
country in the world where lay 
women workers are permitted 
tu administer Holy Communion,

The ground of appeal was that 
the Trivunal President, having 
held that ‘he appellant had es 
tablished a prima facie case un- 
der section 29 (n) of the Land- 
lord and Tenant Ordinance, 
Capt. 255, was wrong in falling 
to rule that the tenant had not 
satisfied him to the contrary. 


Mr Yu told His Honour that 
the Issue before the Tribunal 
wos whether or not there was o 
parting of possession of the 
premises by ‘the first opponent. 
The applicant's cnse was that 
the first opponent was registered 
as sole proprictor of the restau- 
rant business, dnd that he in 
fact did part with possession. 

The opponents relicd on a 
document which they maintained 
was @ partnership agreement of 
the restaurant business drawn 
up between the first opponent 
and the other opponents, 


QUESTION OF ONUS 


Counsel said that the Tribunal 
hod ruled that o prima facto 
case had been made out by the 
landlord, Therefore, It was his 
submissfén that the onus rested 
heavily on the first opponent 
to show that he did not in fact 
part with possession of the pre~ 
mises.
